The 33,000 spectators that watched last Sunday's tremendous 
Daily Express International Trophy race at Silverstone 
must have been as overjoyed as we all were with James 
Hunt's moving win for the enthusiastic Hesketh team, To 
have achieved the Hesketh car's first win on its home 
circuit was gratifying enough, but to see James bring the 
car up from a poor start and catch and overtake Ron 
Peterson in a historical moment at Woodcote corner wa: 
overwhelming. It gave a breath of fresh air to Formula 1 
racing and a shot in the arm for patriotism. 

The fact that some of the teams failed to back up their 
entries would have made little difference to the outcome 
of the race, such was the performance of Hunt and the 
Hesketh. Practice showed the Hunt-Hesketh combination 
to be in a league of its own with a lap of 1m 16,78 (137.38 
mph) — only 0.38 slower than the fastest time achieved 
on the 2.93 mile circuit despite trends this year of slower 
lap times — and a clear 1} seconds faster than the nearest 
opposition ; and in the race James won at an average speed 
of 133.58 mph for the 40 laps, making this the fastest post- 
war motor race held in Britain, 

For Lord Hesketh it was a moment overcome with 
emotion, after having brought a happy new outlook to 
Formula | racing. For 26-year-old Hunt, it was a rewarding 
victory following a period of ups-and-downs in Formula 3 
before Lord Hesketh entered the picture which gave Hunt 
his Formula 1 chance last year — a chance which he 
responded to by finishing a magnificent fourth in the British 
Grand Prix and then chasing Ronnie Peterson all the way to 
the chequered flag in the American Grand Prix. Hunt has 
now further shown that he is our best hope of the next 
English world champion. This year, perhaps. . . . 

In fact, the recent events in Formula 1 racing have 
been very encouraging for Britain. Last week we sang the 
praises of the BRM P201 after its marvellous performance 
in the South African Grand Prix. This week, we report the 
signing of Brian Redman into the UOP Shadow team and of 
the inspiring debut of the Token. The Shadow DN3 has 
showed itself to be a very competitive car and Brian 
Redman's capabilities are widely known and very highly 
regarded whether in Formula 1, Formula 5000 or top-class 
sports and GT racing. He has until now turned down many 
Formula 1 offers, but the Shadow team have managed to 
tempt him into contesting this year's Grand Prix season 
and one can easily see his many successes in other inter- 
national classes being repeated in Formula 1 

The directors of Token Racing can also regard the Silver- 
stone race with much encouragement — the attractive car 
was barely completed in time for the meeting, only com- 
pleted four laps of practice but nevertheless the very 
talented Welshman Tom Pryce stormed through the field, 
displaying much impressive confidence in his Fl debut 
before the car retired.

Tyrrell’s new challenger

Down amidst the bucolic cow-parsley at Ockham, the Tyrrell Racing Organisation have

‘The car follows the logical line of thought 
apparent in the team's 005 test and develop- 
ment hack, as run during the past season. 
It has hip-mounted water radiators, a chisel 
nose, and compound torsion bar rear suspen- 
sion springing. Coil-springs are retained at the 
front, but are tucked away inboard alongside 
relocated front brakes. Keynote of the design 
is “drivability,” for Gardner had to take 
into account the currently limited experience 
of both his team's drivers. It is not the

‘Tyrrell’s impressive new assembly building- 
‘cum-office block dominates the former wood- 
yard, hidden away behind a dense screen of 
trees just outside West Horsley in Surrey. 
Four days before the car was due to be 
completed, a small. group of journalists 
assembled there to have a look at it, and 
to talk to Derek Gardner about its evolution. 

‘The new 007 was on trestles, in final 
‘assembly, as we walked in, One immediately 
has an impression of low-build, and perhaps 
therefore a distorted idea of great length. With 
the body panels offered-up, it becomes strik- 
ingly lean and. lithe, its “sharp chisel nose 
carrying long. canard wings with thickened 
end-plates, front brake discs just jutting Into 
View in cooling cut-outs on the nose. The 

is crush-pads are formed by appliqué 
GRP panels on either side, which flare-out into 
rakish  McLaren-like radiator pods. The 
familiar "Trident Jetliner™ engine alr-box 
has gone, to be replaced by a much more 
comely unit with a narrow verticle-ellipse 
intake, 

‘Typically dignified in a clinical white 
laboratory coat, Derek began to describe the 
thinking behind the new car; “In the past 
year we have started work on two new cars, 
‘and stopped both times. This time last year 
We were going to build a cleaned-up version 
of the 006-series, using Mallite panels. We 

t of development testing on the chisel 
layout, and to be honest we just became 
terribly confused. 

“Then We started ‘on a conventional car, 
made the full-size mock-up for it and then 
just ran out of design time as the season got 
Under way. We couldn't find time to develop 
the mock-up in wind-tunnel testing and build 
land maintain our current cars simultaneously. 
The design was to have had radiators fed 
by NACAstype surface ducts, and would have 
required considerable testing. 

"'So, we have now built O07 as a side 
radiator, chisel-nose car. The design profile 
wasn’t finalised until after Watkins Glen, 
when we had an entirely new factor intro- 
Guced into our calculations—the prospect of 
Starting the coming season with two en: 
tirely new drivers, : 

‘The original new-car ideas revolved around 
the use of Mallite aerospace material as used 
by Bruce McLaren's team for their first 
Formula 1 car back in 1966. That car has 
long been consigned to the Donington Col- 
lection, but the Tyrrell monocoque featured 
large flat panel areas and this  material— 
consisting of end-grain balsa, sandwiched be- 
tween thin aluminium alloy sheets—would 
have been ideal in this application. It is very 
light, and extremely rigid, but unfortunately 
CSI regulations intervened, and Derek had to 
persuade its manufacturers to produce custo- 
mised sheets—using the regulation 16-gauge 
skin on one side. 

“They looked at me as thougheI had just 
escaped from somewhere. Such a heavy skin 
was unheard of, and the material itself is 
naturally puncture and fire resistant. This was 
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jue to be air-freighted to France next day for the offi 
tion. Details were officially released last Friday.

"L originally envisaged a very stumpy 
car, with @ shorter wheelbase than the 006 
cars and narrower track. This brings us to the 
involved question of low polar movement of 
inertia, in which with the major masses well 
concentrated within the wheelbase the car 
‘would have been very “quick” and responsive 
In Its movements, 

“The problem is that a car of this type 
requires & Jackie Stewart to drive it, a man 
who has the finesse and experience to 
delicate in touch. In the hands of a less ex- 
perienced driver the car—while not actually 
travelling sideways all the time—would cer- 
tainly be generating very high slip-angles, 
which would Inevitably slow it down. 

“A longer wheelbase serves to quieten the 
car, make it easier to drive—Hf with slightly 
reduced outright potential—and so 1 went 
for a 102 in wheelbase, slightly narrowed 
rear track—as originally required—and an 
unchanged front track to maintain good air. 
flow to the side radiators 

“Now, to increase the wheelbase one can 
use spacers. We tried one between the 
engine and gearbox and didn’t think it a 
very good idea. You are shunting large masses 
around, and we thought it would be better 
to space between the tub and the engine, then 
between the engine and the gearbox. This in- 
volves fundamental work which means you 
Can't just suck it and see on a current car 

in 007, the car answered its own question. 
1 wanted ‘to. put a large part of the fuel 
load behind the driver, and we had to put the 
oll tank somewhere to protect it — under 
the new regulations—and so it went between 
the seat tank and the engine. That gave us our 
wheelbase 

“Then, after Francois’ Canadian accident in 
which 006 went into a guardrail almost head- 
on, T began thinking seriously of taking a 
full monocoque hull well forward to protect 
the driver's feet and ankles, The weakest 
part of the O06's structure was in the space: 
frame at the front, and that’s where this

great deformation occurred. With a full for- 
ward monocoque I could also bolt-on the 
Suspension rather than bolt it in to the 
meat of the tub, and this would make one- 
corner damage easier to repair.” 

‘This then was the thinking behind 007's 
basic “structure, The monocoque is shallow, 
with vertical external side panels and sloping 
inner panels forming the cockpit sides— 
something like a Brabham BT42 or 44 turned 
inside out. The rear end of the hull forms 
into a bulky seat tank, the floor of which 
is protected from penetration by a 7 in 
thick balsa sandwich panel. The side pontoons 
are occupied by a single bag tank each, for 
almost their entire length. The tanks| are 
by Marston to FP3 spec, and total 38.5 
gallons capacity. 

‘A typically triangular Tyrrell dash panel 
stands amidships, carrying Smiths tachometer, 
oll pressure-cum-temperature, and water tem: 
perature-cum-fuel gauge. There is a right hand 
Bearchange, and the top of the hull forward 
Sf the dash panel is enclosed by a stressed 
panel, pierced by a large access hole, but 
Otherwise enclosing the driver's legs, 

‘The side pontoons have angled end-plat 
to which éasily detachable tubular steel 
structures are bolted to support the sus 
pension, inboard brakes and steering gear. 

‘These tubular frames are beautifully fabri- 
cated, providing pivot points for delicat 
looking ‘rising-rate linkages which operate the 
Inboard spring/damper units. The springs ai 
in titanium, conically ground (tapered wire)

at great expense, “They enclose AFMarONs 
dampers. ‘These units’ mount on a. cast 
fagnesium beam ‘which mates up to the 
front of the monocoque, ahead of the pedal 
bar 

‘Thinking behind the suspension medium is 
described like this: “We have done a lot of 
development work. with torsion bars, and 
those we use On 007 are different to what hi 
one before. Torsion bars are attractive be- 
Equse they inherently remove a lot. of fric- 
tion: from the system, and. their weight. is 
carried low down. But 1 didn't want to use 
them at the front because of their vulnera 
bility. They would either project forward and 
fun the risk of getting tweaked in traffic, or 
project back towards the fuel bags. and be 
Pome liable to poke ‘through them. in an 
accident. So we used. the Inboard coll-spring 
Srrangement at the front, Which of cour 
ieaves the side radiators’ with a relatively 
clean airflow. 

‘Compound torsion bars are used which are 
similar in principle to those on the Lotus 72 
‘A solid torsion bar spring Js contained. with- 
in a torsion tube, to which it Is splined al 
One end. This arrangement allows a useable 
length of “bar” to be housed in a. con- 
Yeniently small” space. while the system is 
actually’ operated by a similarly nicely made 
tising-rate linkage to that on the front end. 
‘At the time of our visit this arrangement had 
Yet. to be assembled. 

Derek also wanted to take the inboard 
front brakes “outside the -car—somewhere 
Where they would fold away from the driver's 
eet in an accident, rather than pinch inwards 
on to them. After all, he couldn't move his 
Tegs to get out of the way.” 

‘So the brakes are mounted outboard of the 
spring units, almost in line with the. hull 
Sides He has made first use of special Lock- 
heed CP24/25 twin-pot brake calipers, which 
mount underneath ‘the disc, clasping it from 
below. This places another mass low down in 
the car, and both the caliper and the leading 
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edge of the disc are in a clear airstream. 
exposed through cut-outs in the nosecone. 

“inboard brakes do offer very big advant- 
‘ages on circuits where heavy braking is de- 
manded,” comments the Tyrrell designer, 
“but it is disappointing sometimes that the 
supposed advantages on all circuits have not 
been properly realised in relation to the 
‘opposition. You see these outboard-braked 
cars going so quickly, and think ‘well how 
fast would they be with inboard brakes? 
Tt makes you think deeply about your own 

‘The’ strap-drive discs measure 10.5 in 
diameter front and rear, with respective 
thickness of 1.1. and. 13/16 in. They 
fare liberally vented, with surface slots and 
axial holes drilled actually within the slots. 
Neat little cold-air ducts feed to shrouds 
nestling against the front disc centres, from 
which cooling draughts are distributed centri- 
fugally through the discs’ internal venting, 
Brake drive shafts and joints are little 
changed from what has gone before, while 
rear calipers are conventional Lockheed 
CP2340 twin-pots and twin master cy’ 
operate the dual hydraulic circuits 

‘On the rear of the monocoque, Derek's 
famous 360-degree tubular steel "roll-hoop 
reappears, providing attachment points for 
the Cosworth engine, for the French-made 
SARMA rear suspension radius rods, and for 
the fuel pump. The oll tank sandwiches 
between hull and engine, 

Rear suspension features single top links 
and parallel lower links, picking-up on tubular 
Steel sub-frames bolted to the engine cylinder 
heads and transaxle case, and on a compre: 
hensive casting beneath the transmission, 

While the tubular top sub-frames double-up 
to provide top mounts for conventionally 
angled Armstrong dampers, the casting below 
the gearbox performs all kinds of functions. 
It is abaped ‘to hold oil for Tyrrell's spec 
dry-sumped Hewland FG400 five-speed. gear 
box, it Is finned to provide some cooling 
effect for the oll, it contains ol filters, and 
also extends to support the torsion bar sus- 
Pension springs ! 

Gardner, of course, came to Tyrrell from 
Ferguson ‘Research, where he had been a 
leading transmission engineer working with 
four-wheel drive, and about two years ago 
he developed this dry-sump system for 
‘Tyrrell’s team cars, which controls oll tem: 
peratures without untidy cooling radiators. 

‘On this system he comments: “Splash 
lubrication at speeds of up to 10,000 rpm 
is pretty hit-or-miss, so we made up the 
experimental dry-sump system and ran if for 


Scheckter's office in 007. 


1500 miles or so at Kyalami. We didn’t 
really find any advantage yntil we raced it, 
when we found all kinds of problems had 
been minimised. "Standing in the pits, one 
develops a nose for a hot gearbox, and when 
fone goes by you think ‘Ah, weil his days 
are numbered. Our system is complicated 
—the oil is filtered, then passes over magnets 
and all kinds of drama—but it works, and 
works well Drive enters the gearbox 
via_a twin-plate Borg & Beck clutch, and 
xite’ through GKN  constantevelocity drive 
‘Cast magnesium wheels are available in a 
range of sizes, with 10-11. in wide. front 
rims, in elther the new 12 in diameter or 
in sizes, with 15-19 in wide rear

RAF after all ” 


Smoother, cleaner shape from full-scale mock-up wind-tunnel testing. 
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‘So remember, children, port wine is red! 

This typical attention ‘to minute practical 
detail covered the aerodynamic basis of the 
design as well, Derek found that toying 
around with quarter-scale models in small 
windtunnels was misleading. “You stick on 
blobs of plasticine, and hope they have the 
ight effect." Consequently, Tyrrell use full- 
Size mock-ups in the massive MIRA tunnel 
Where more precise conclusions can be more 
simply achieved 

“We found that the flaps and spoilers 
necessary to balance-up a big rear wing 
tended to nullify the advantages of a wide 
nose. We had to adopt the big Trident air- 
box because these flaps threw hot air high 
over the car, and work with the chisel 
nose/side radiator arrangement showed 
several advantages. We have wing fences 
mn the nose to minimise the effects of turbu- 

from the front wheels, 
balances our rear wing 
well... ." This wing is a deep reverse curve, 
Indy style component, mounted on a fabric: 
ated pylon above the gearbox. Professor 
Liebick’s high-lift aerofoil sections were first 
adopted on the Gurney Eagles, and of his 
work Derek says: "He seems to'be the only 
man who has worked seriously on wings as 
such. His approach appears to give good 
low-speed performance which does. not ham- 
per the car at higher speeds. 

‘The chisel-nose configuration sul 
radiators, which in themselves have 
‘effect on’ weight distribution. Airflow 
the car's hips is not 
extreme nose, so these ‘matrices 
have to have @ larger area than on the 006 
cars. ‘The increase is from about 160 square 
inches for the 006 nose radiator, t0 a com- 
bined area of some 210 square inches on 
007. “Of course it is a complicated system,” 
admits Gardner, ". .. we have two tanks, 
and a mass. of cross-over piping, and this 
Contributes to 007 probably ending up about 
30 Ib over the minimum weight limit. Even 
10, this will be some 80 Tb lighter than the 
006 cars. I believe in designing components 
to be reliable, even if they do tend to make 
the car a littie heavy. If one designs light 

fall kinds of parts 
son, you will’ cer~ 
nly wind-up with a heavier car than ours, 
and reliability goes out of the window. 

Predicted weight distribution for 007 works 
out at about 33/67 per cent front to rear 
Unladen, rising to 37/63 per cent laden with 
36 gallons of fuel and a 160 Ib driver, These 
figures are about four per cent less front- 
biased than on the existing Tyrrells, 

Most of 007's features have been exten- 
sively tested on old faithful 005, but serious 
testing with this new protoype car is due 
to start on April 8, with Jody Scheckter 
driving—" I confidently predict that Jody will 
do the initial driving, because at the moment 
there is only one seat mould in existence!” 
First race for the car will probably be at 
Jarama on April 28, while a second car— 
007/2 — should be’ available for Patrick 
Depailler at about the time of Monaco. 

‘Work began on 007 at about the time of 
the United States GP last October, and 
although Tyrrell's staff have worked with 
their own power generators to side-step 
three-day week working restrictions, the 
team has been affected by outside 
problems. “It is a scramble to complete the 
car in time for the Elf function, but it 
has to be ready. We have had some bright 
spots, though, for instance we were one of 
the few people to receive a delivery of high- 
grade aircraft steel. It’s like gold dust now.

So the Tyrrell Racing Organisation are 
re-arming for the coming season, with what 
is modestly described as a“ short-life interim 
car.” I can think of many teams who would 
be proud to present 007 as their “ supercar,” 
but it remains to be seen if Derek Gardner's 
careful tailoring of a design to suit two 
Felatively inexperienced drivers comes off.

Another new two 
car March team to make their debut was the 
Italian Automobile Club backed pair of 7425 
for F2_debutants Maurizio Flammini and 
Duilio Truffo, two young Ttalians from the 
ranks of F3" and Formula Italia who have 
been selected as the most likely material for 
future Italian champions. Italians have become 
very keen on Formula 2 since the success of 
Vittorio Brambilla last year and another team 
of March BMWs was entered under the 
Trivellato Racing banner, the March agent for 
aly. Gabriel Serblin and Paulo Bozzetto were 
back with their two cars while Cosimo Turizio 
joined the team with another new car

made “banana”-shaped rear wing, while Andy 
Sutcliffe's car had acquired an Fl type nose 
the same as the works cars, Japanese Masami 
Kuwashima was having his second outing in 
his March 742 with Roland Binder running his 
older 732 again. Another new combination and 
fone with a lot of promise was Austrian Harald 
Ertl and a Bruchsal beer backed March 742 
powered by a Schnitzer built motor, instead 
of the usual BMW Motorsport supplied engine 
that comes fitted with the cars. 

Swiss Jo Vonlanthen was to have run two 
new Marches at this race for himself and 
Dieter Basche, but after his mishap at Barce- 
Jona there was no time co rebuild the chassis 
and so Vonlanthen was in the second new car 
and Basche was left without a ride. Another 
new Swiss-based March making its first 
Appearance was the Gertsch Racing team car 
of Freddy Amweg, while Swiss Peter Korda 
had an older type 772 powered by a Wood 
built Ford engine. Completing the March line- 
up were the two BP France racing 742-BMWs 
of Jacques Laffite who raced at Barcelona and 
the new second car of French F3 star Jean- 
Pierre Paoli, Things did not turn out too well 
for this team. 

From the French Elf petrol concern came 
thelr strong four car team split into two 
separately run two-car teams. The leading 
runner at Barcelona had been Jean-Pierre 
Jabouille who finished a fine third, but for this 
race he was at Ricard and his place was taken 
by Elf's number one man Jean-Pierre Beltoise, 
who like Jabouille at Barcelona was using the 
experimental 12. plug Schnitzer BMW in his 
Elf 2 chassis, It had been reported a couple of 
days earlier that Beltoise had just lost his 
licence in France for a speeding offence, but 
he says that the one month ban imposed can 
be taken later on in the year when it will not 
affect his racing career 30 much, The second 
Elf car was being driven by Patrick Tambay 
as in Spain. The “B" team was unchanged 
from the last race, Alain Serpaggi and 
Michel Leclere driving the second pair of Elfs. 

‘Team Surtees were making their first and 
somewhat rushed appearance at this race 
with one of last year's Hart powered TS15s 
Gusted off, repainted in thelr new Bang and 
Olufson colours and shipped out for John 
Watson to drive; Watson confirmed that he 
will be contesting all the F2 races for Surtees. 
‘The organisers got very upset when they 
found Jochen Mass was not driving the car, 
although there had never been any intention 
Of this. With their F2 transporter and one 
of the F2 cars burnt out recently, plus the 
Unfortunate series of incidents with the Fi 
‘cars, the Surtees organisation has been pushed 
to the limit just recently and it was beginning, 
to show here, 

More like the old Surtees set up was the 
Ecuadorian Marlboro-backed team of | two 
Surtees TSISAs powered by BMW engines. The 
Ron Dennis managed cars were smartly turned 
out in thelr red and white livery, the cars 
given an A after their type number to signify 
that they were 1974 BMW powered chassis 
The team's two drivers Faust Marello and 
Guillermo Ortega were very much feeling their 
way into single seater and F2 racing, although 
the well organised set-up will be given more 
significance when a third car comes out shortly 
for Emerson Fittipaldi. Completing the Surtees 
front was the Chocolate Brown coloured car 
of A. N. Other backed by leather people Etienne 
Aigner. Nobody was quite sure who was sup- 
posed to be driving the car, while none other 
than Clay Regazzoni appeared in the paddock, 
but he was simply modelling for the sponsors. 
When the car did come out on the track it 
was Helmut Koinigg at the wheel, having 
abandoned his Kaimann, 

Leading Chevron and Ford hope came from 
the Fred. Opert entered Chevron B27 for 
Bertil Roos, the car running Brian: Hart's 
development engine. Joining Andy Sutcliffe as 
the only other Englishman at this race was 
hill-climber Bob Marsland making a serious 
attempt at F2 with a new Chevron B27 also 
Hart powered, “but only with my ‘soft 
hillclimb engine,” added Marsland. His car 
was attractively turned out in bright green 
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showing off large adverts for Astro-Turf, a 
synthetic grass, 

Reine Wisell arrived once again with his 
‘Schnitzer BMW powered PR for Men backed 
GRD 273 after some serious testing at Ricard 
which was curtailed when the rear suspension 
broke. Different drive shafts brakes and 
Beometry are part of the results of the 
testing which he did not seem too happy 
with. He had that “what I really need is 
a whole new chassis," look on his face, and 
It will be no surprise to see this out-of-luck 
‘Swede in a new car pretty soon, if he can 
find the extra money from his sponsors. 
Claude Bourgoignie was back with his new 
‘74 GRD chassis fitted with a Hart Ford 
engine which he hoped would prove more 
competitive than at his last outing. Complet- 
Ing the entry list was Swiss Joerg Siegrist 
running a Cosworth 2-litre BDG powered 
Brabham BT40. 


PRACTICE 


It seems that local noise abatement societies 
have been having a big effect on the 
Hockenheimring lately and so all practice 
was limited to Saturday only. For the F2 
cars a rather strange length of sessions, 20 m 
first thing in the morning, 55 m mid-day 
and 55 m late afternoon was the programme. 
‘The first session barely gave teams the 
chance to sort out gearing and wing angles 
ete before it had ended, and it was the 
second session that produced the serious 
times, 

Despite spending more time in the pits 
posing for TV cameras and press photo- 
Braphers It was Stuck who set the pace 
shattering the old lap record of 2 m 2.4 
Gointly held by Jarier, Mass and Brambill 
with a 2m 14s. Depailler was all set to 


equal this but then had a very unfortunal 
accident, “I dropped the nose of my car 
over the edge of the track in the fast right 


hand corner after the pits and it got caught 
‘on the dirt, The next thing I knew it came 
up and hit me in the face so 1 could not 

ye anything. I had to. guess where was the 
track and Instead I went into the barrier, 
said a more angry than shaken Depailler. 
The front right suspension and the nose 
frame etc were all badly twisted while even 
Worse there were ripples in the monocoque 
The team did an excellent rush repair job 
on the car before the end of the final session 
but Depailler was not at all happy and did 
not better his morning time of 2 m 2.9 s 
before the accident, “Before it was really 
Deautiful, beautiful, but now it’s not so 
‘g00d,"" said Depailler when he tried the 
Fepaired car. Despite all this drama, nobody 
else managed to push Depailler off his front 
raw spot. A more thorough check later 

vealed most of the reason for the bad 
handling and the car was much better for 
the race. 

Stuck waited until his usual last minute 
few laps before really trying. He had con- 
centrated on setting the car up for the 
Jong very fast right hander which brings 
the cars through 180 degrees and back into 
the twisty stadium section. Depailler was 
consistently quickest through the infield, but 
Stuck put together an incredible 2m 02 5 
taking the corner at the end flat in fifth 
gear while others were braking or even 
changing down a gear. His time was so 
fast that there were even rumours that Stuck 
had missed out a chicane, but he was simply 
very, vory, fast as they later discovered. “I 
think the time is possible,” sald Depailler, 

and I think before the crash I could ha 
got my car to go the same, and I 
think that we area bit better off on Good- 
year tyres,” he added. 

Beltoise took third spot with a best of 
2 m 3.0 8 after a very drama-filled day, He 
‘started things off by buzzing the engine to 
10,500 rpm and so it was decided to change 
it.” During the change the mechanics managed 
to set fire to some petrol that was being 
Pumped out and half the Elf team very nearly 
‘went up in smoke, Some quick action from 
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Roos leads Watson — the 
powered cars.

Bill Gubelmann’s mechanic got the fire out 
and 30 a clean up and rewire job was added 
to the work list. John Watson managed to 
string along with Stuck for a few laps while 
he set his flyer and despite the fact, “he 
was so quick that I could not even get a 
tow.” Watson improved his time during the 
final session toa 2m 34s to take fourth 
place on the grid 

Michel Leclere was going very well in his 
Elf and posted fifth fastest at 2m 3.65 while 
his ‘team-mate Serpaggi had no luck and 
after breaking his second gearbox of the 
Week was forced to withdraw from the race. 
Quester took the next place and seemed well 
pleased with his best of 2m 39s in a new 
car after such a long break, but his team. 

ate Purley was unhappy sitting six rows 
farther back on the grid. A very frustrated 
Roos headed the fourth row, for be had 

fed all day to tag on to Stuck and then 

in the final moments when his chance came 
for a flyer he ran out of petrol. Even so his 
time of 2m 4.03 was far from anything to 
be miserable about. Tambay came next with 
42m 4.45 also demonstrating just how use- 
ful the EIf shape was around this fast type 
of cireult 

Ertl was right at home with hig new mount 
setting a 2m 44s soon after Tambay, his 
morning practice having been interrupted 
when the lower mounting point of the front 
suspension pulled out of the front upright, for- 
tunately without any serious result. He wi 
also suffering overheating problems. Serbli 
continued to show strong form and was 
quickest of the Itallan runners with a 
2m 445 despite losing his clutch on the 
final session and also running out of revs 
with a very low top gear. The big surprise was

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Behind the wheel 


Peter Revson’s crash at Kyalami inevitably 
points the finger at the guardrailing he bit. 
especially as we (the GPDA) then recom: 
mended that the guardrailing be replaced by 
catch fences before the race. What the accident 
has really pointed out is that what was 
regarded as good enough in 1968 or whenever 
the guardrailing was put in, is simply not good 
enough now. That sounds a pretty bald state- 
ment but the fact is that we're all going so 
‘much faster now that the tracks tend to change 
their aspect, The corner where Peter crashed 
certainly wasn't flat five or six years ago, but 
Mf you're going quick now it's got to be. It’s 
the sort of corner that you don't take quite 
flat on the first day of practice but you work 
up to it. so that by the time you're doing your 
quick laps towards the end of the. final 
session you're whistling through there either 
flat oF lifting just a whisker. 

I maintain that it wasn’t the fact that Peter's 
car hit the guardrail, i¢ was the fact that 
something must have broken on the car to 
trigger the accident in the first place. If it 
had happened just about anywhere else on the 
track Peter would probably have got. away 
with it, but the ‘combination of factors 
defeated him. 

Peter and I had been chatting on the pit 
counter that day and he sounded quite pleased 
with the way the car was going. His ‘tweak’ 
Inst year was to run very little angle on the 
wing and he was doing that with the Shadow 
at Kyalami, He said it was a bit loose round 
the back, ‘but it went like hell down the 
straight. This season was going to be Revvy's 
year. He was determined to win the World 
Championship and on the occasions when his 
car was running properly this season he was 
turning in really good times. What a damn 
shame. 

With three cars running in the McLaren 
* family’ although in different team colours, 
we can experiment more than in the past, but 
at Kyalami we managed to get confused. 
‘Although we've been happy enough with race 
results to date (pre Kyalami, that is!) we felt 
that the cars should have been quicker and so 
my car was fitted with last year's narrow 
track suspension to see if we could repeat 
last year's performance but it didn't work 
out like that. Emerson was fastest in the 
"McLaren race,’ Mike the Bike was second 
and I was third. Or last, if you like. Emerson 
‘was running the ‘74 set-up with wide track and 
the tong bellhousing while Mike had narrow 
track and long bellhousing. Then Goodyear 
produced some larger diameter rear tyres so to 
et maximum benefit from the new rubber we 
Put my car back to ‘74 spec and although it 
wasn’t out of sight, at least I was fastest in 
‘our’ race and three-tenths faster than the 
previous day. But I was still only ninth on 
the grid. On the morning of the race the car 
felt just great on full tanks and I was praying 
for the sun to really turn it on because our 
cars probably had the best combination of 
rubber compounds to cope with the heat. The 
only problem was that it never did get hot 
enough for us to benefit. Instead we got the 
dreaded vibes. Emerson and I had oversteer 
and vibrations, while Mike had understeer 
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and vibrations. His car was so bad that be 
was still shaking when he got out of it! 
For the first couple of laps I felt that 1 w 
really going to be back in the bear business, 
but on the third lap down the long straight 
the engine lost its edge. It had been pulling 
10,000 rpm but now nothing would make it 
run over 9800 rpm—not even a good tow. 
That meant I was down from 181 mph by track 
speed checks to 177 mph and that was enough 
to put me out of the running because Kyalami 
Is a track where you make up places right 
the end of the straight before the braking 
area. And you don't if you're 300 revs shy. 
So there was a built-in excuse, but I 
improved on that. With 16 laps to go I'm 
sitting right in bebind local ace J. Scheckter 
‘and working out how to get past before the 
finish. He was faster on the straight, but I 
figured that if 1 could get right up his chuff 
as we went out on to the straight I could 
probably gnaw past him before the braking. 
area. I chose the Esses to do my closing up 
but the back started to come round and T 
‘over.corrected to wind up on the edge of the 
track pointing into the weeds. I had a choice 
between bouncing over a shallow ditch or 
driving up behind some crash fences and 
‘across a bogey piece of ground to get back 
fon to the track. T chose the long way round 
to avoid dragging anything off the underside 
of the car on the ditch, but by then I wi 
history. Or even more historic than I had 
been. Carlos came by to lap me before the 
finish and I followed him until he finally took 
his first GP chequered flag. 1 was ninth. 
Apart from the fact that Carlos in the 
Brabham and Lauda’s Ferrari rushed off in the 
lead, it was a helluva race for the rest of us 
all running nose to tail and having a great 
old scrap. It was an upset day for scheduled 
form with all sorts of people up front who 
aren’t normally there and a few people who 
usually take command were way in the back- 
ground. Stuck and Merzario were right there 
battling away and Beltoise drove a tremendous 
race in the BRM. I think the JPS team had 
more problems in one weekend than most 


teams have in a year. Peterson finally decided 
to run without the electric clutch in the new 
car and then managed to T-bone team-mate 
Tckx at the first corner, although he had plenty 
of ‘assistance’ from behind and couldn't take 
all the blame for the shunt. I watched It all 
in my mirrors. Very fraught, it was. 

This season has to be a vintage one with 
Regazzoni hanging on to a lead of just one 
point in the World Championship and four 
of us equal in second place! Just wait for the 
Spanish GP at Jarama on April 28. I'm picking, 
the Ferraris to be on the front row down there 
and the main race is going to be for third 
place out of the first corner because if 
Kyalami was anything to go by the traffic jam 
behind the leaders is going to be unbelievable 
and it will probably last for 200 miles—always 
supposing we all get through that first 

Why do the Ferraris suddenly start going 
faster? It isn’t that our cars are mysteriously 
going slower, I think it’s just that Ferrari 
decided at the end of last season that it was 
time to knuckle down and win some GPs 
again, and they started with a clean sheet of 
paper. The result is the sort of performances 
that Regazzoni and Lauda have been turning 
on, I'm sure they have also benefited by 
abandoning their sports car programme. 

‘The BRM came good at Kyalami and gave 
everyone a hint of potential. Beltoise drove a 
sensible race, picking his way carefully up 
through the field so that when Lauda dropped 
out in the closing laps, Beltoise collected 
second place. Although the BRM was fast 
down the straight Beltoise was nursing it and 
instead of sucking up into the slipstream he 
‘would sit out to one side all the way down 
the straight to give the engine a chance to 
cool down. Then on the lap he chose to *do" 
you, he'd tuck in behind and slingshot past. 
It’s’ pity the way everyone has a go at “ Big 
Lou" ‘Stanley all the time because if the 
British were as patriotic as they're always 
telling everyone they are, they'd give him 
support instead of stick and the team might 
enjoy more success.

Mazda’s 1000 combines luxury and economy 


The new Mazda 1000 is by far the most 
luxurious four-seater among the economy cars 
we have tested. It had a particularly arduous 
test, because I used it for my trip to the 
Geneva Motor Show, covering over 500 miles 
in-a day on a couple of occasions. In the 
past, I have used fast and powerful cars for 
this journey, but to squander petrol at this 


ime seemed undesirable, especially at the 
prices prevailing on the Continent.

Apart from an 
occasional thump, tyre ‘noise is moderate on 
most surfaces, 

The shortage of low-speed torque, coupled 
with the substantial weight of the vehicle, 
causes it to lose speed fairly rapidly on hills, 
and it pay to drop down to third at 60 mph 
Or $0 to achieve maximum performance. Such 
driving can bring the consumption below 30 
mpg, however. On the Autoroutes, 1 cruised 
in the region of 70 mph, putting about 65 
miles into most hours, and averaged almost 
exactly 30 mpg. Much beter fuel economy 
can be achieved at low speeds, but the car 
is not at all lively on top gear, though the 
engine is flexible enough.

Hunt earns his peerage

‘The English spring was soaking into the Northamptonshire soils last weekend. The Sunday was 
gently warm, the sky was quietly blue, the breeze was demurely fecund. The cheery sun, as 
It faded softly into the evening haze, shone copper light on the walls and meadows, the woods 
and cottages, of the Hesketh family estate, Down the long avenue of budding trees it kindled 
golden fire in the windows of the baronial mansion, and above the roofs it gilded the blades of 
His Lordship'’s private helicopter as, trip after trip, celebrants arrived to toast Alexander's 
proudest day. For there to the west, just a few minute's flight over the fields and villages, at 
Silverstone Circult, Hesketh Racing had justified its existence. This day the happy little band 
of amateur motor racers had soundly trounced the best of the Grand Prix professionals. 

Their excellent young man James Hunt, starting from pole by a margin of 1.7 seconds, 
driving without use of the clutch pedal and with a broken gearlever raising blisters on 
hand, after having lagged badly at the start, had come back up and overtaken Formula One's 

istest Driver at 160 mph in Woodcote Corner and gone on to win a first Fl victory for 
himself, his Patron, and his cat 

Hunt’ and the Hesketh 308 had been the class of the event from the first 20 minutes of 
first practice, when he broke into the 1_m 17 s bracket. The FI record at Silverstone is in 
the 16 s, and presently Hunt did a 16.9 s on hard tyres and then recorded 1 m 16.7 on 
Soft tyres—but he was all alone. No one else ever came below the middle 18 s. Without the 
uncanny speed of the Hesketh It would have been merely a peculiar meeting, with the f 
runners 2s slower than the record but quite closely matched. With Hunt's times, though, 
meeting was for everyone else a disturbing disaster. With his hard, keen skill, it was a day 
of unalloyed gold for Alexander, for Harvey, for Bubbles, for Beaky, Buller and the boys,

It must be one 
thing or the other.” His first-comer shunt at 
Kyalami had been put down to dust in the 
throttle slides. The car's only real alteration 
of configuration was the relocation of the 
lower rear aerofoll some 8 in more rearward. 
‘arlos Pace, like certain other drivers who 
had been heavily advertised, chose to miss 
the meeting, so the single Bang & Olufsen 
Surtees Fina, chassis three, was prepared for 
Jochen Mass. Emerson Fittipaldi was another 
no-show, preferring a weekend on the beach 
at home to racing amidst some of che slower 
F5000 drivers; McLaren cars anyway had the 
capability of supplying only two M23s and 
these were both different ones than used in 
Africa, The Texaco-Mariboro for Denny Hulme 
was “the hack” number four, while Yardley 
colours were bright on tHe new number seven 
for Mike Hailwood. Both cars were trying 
out a different sort of clutch design, still 
from Borg and Beck, 

Wanting to thoroughly check over P201, 
which they had back only on Thursday, BRM 
withdrew Jean-Pierre Beltoise and substituted 
Francois Migault to join Henci Pescarolo. in 
P160s. Pesca's was his African car, number 
ten, while Francois’ was the spare number 
five, Embassy racing had not only Graham 

i's Kyalami Lola number two, but also num: 


ber one for Guy Edwards and a brand new 

number three, with modified suspension, which 

never actually ran. That, plus their magnificent 
ew Scania-Fruehauf tr which was 
ite the queen of the padd: 

Ensign had two cars as planned, but only 


one driver—and he was not ag planned. Rikki 
ph Opel had withdrawn yet again, Still not 
feeling right about the car or himself, while 


Mo Nunn had found that Sid Taylor’ would 
release Brian Redman for the Fl race, UOP 
Shadow were running the scond DNS for the 
first time, a single entry for Jean-Pierre Jarier 
although they announced on the Sunday that 
Redman had agreed to join them in a second 
car beg'nning with the Spanish GP. 

‘Carlos Reutemann was another who despit 
publicity never intended to come, and the 
South African-victorious Brabham team com- 
prised Richard Robarts in the same updated 
BT42 that he had driven at Brands Hatch. 
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‘The second March 741, still in its Beta tools 
colour, was giving Noritake Takahara his F1 
debut ‘this time, while the Pinch Lyncar was 
having its second race still in the hands of 
John Nicholson ; slight developmental changes 
had given the car a nose modified for more 
downforce and smaller cooling inlets, and the 
springs at che rear had been stiffended experi- 
mentally. 

The anticipated new Amon did appear on 
Friday and Chris did sixteen rather un- 
extended laps, He found that removal of the 
strap-links in the front, inboard disc brakes 
mountings seemed to cure a severe brake 
vibration which had plagued him in earlier 
testing, and he also found that removal of 
the separate front aerofoll resulted in better 
front tyre adhesion, but that evening a strip 
down of the wheel hubs revealed a potential 
trouble, A machining error had meant chat 
a “fix had had to be done to the CV joint 
housings, but this wasn't working perfectly 
and some fretting of the mating surfaces 
indicated the probability of failure, so the car 
was withdrawn. 

The final Fl car on the list, in the absence 
of the Trojan “which won't’ be ready untit 
Monday,” was the Token which only just 
made the last minutes of last practice. In 
fact, had that session not been delayed by 
someone dropping oil in Woodcote, Tom Pryce 
Would never have been able to do the four 
slow, stuttering running-in laps he did manage. 

‘Additionally 10 of the F5000s from Satur 
days’ race entered the Sunday mixed event, 
of which In the absence of David Hobbs who 
didn’t think it worthwhile, and Redman of 
course the quickest was Peter Gethin's 
Chevron which started from the fifth row

‘The weather over the old aerodrome during 
both days of practice, as on the race day 
itself, was delightful. ‘It cool 
‘and breezy, but the bri 

it. The breeze did cause a bit of bother, 
blowing as it did as a tailwind down the 
Hanger Straight’ and as a headwind up 
through Abbey curve; usually an Fl car 
reaches the same 1evs at these iwo places but 
Peterson's JPS was showing a difference of 
about 700 rpm, This plus perhaps more speed- 
growth of tyres than expected meant that 
Several cars were geared wrongly on the first 
day, which seemed unusual since so many of 
them test here so frequently. But what 
seemed not only unusual but extraordinary 
was how slow everyone was. With one excep- 
tion, Hunt in the Hesketh, nobody could come 
Wain 2's of What they Ought to have. It was 
this puzzling, tc.ally unexpected slowness— 
rubbed in by the apparently freak perform 
ance of <ne team—that gave the meeting a 
very odd air. 

Hunt recorded his best times, repeatedly, 
on Friday. There was only 75m available 
then and it was nct unreasonable to expect 
tha: after an evening scrt-out several other 
drivers would settle better into the groove on 
Saturday. But it never happened. There were 
detail improvements, but there were regres- 
sions as well, and mo one ever even looked 
like threatening the Hesketh team. There was 
only an hour scheduled, and although there 
was the opportunity of a pause of some quarter 
of an hour caused by one of the Ensigns drop- 
ping oll it did no one any good. James kept 
‘an ear tuned to other people's times, but he 
never needed to do more than drive method- 
fcally around setting the car for the race. 

The car only presented him one drama, 
when on Friday at top speed in Abbey the 
left front tyre threw off its complete tread. 
‘That happened to be the inside tyre at that 
corner, and he drove on the canvas to the 
pits without further disturbance, but on- 
lookers said his face as he climbed out 
showed white under the tan... 

Peterson meanwhile was continuing the 
‘Team Lotus saga of struggle which began at 
Kyalami. For one thing, the car did not 
handle ‘at all properly “on the" first day, 
although on his last flying lap he was just 
about as quick as Hunt through Woodcote. 
Hunt on several laps recorded 9.0 and 4.9 3, 
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hhand-timed between reference markers, while 
Peterson did 5.1 s. The best times seen by 
anyone else were In 52—5.3 s area. Reports 
from alarmed marshals around the circuit led 
Chapman to wonder if /9 wasn't rolling far 
too much in the corners, so for Saturday the 
whole suspension was stiffened up and Ronnie 
found things had improved. The car's 
behaviour was still not what everyone had in 


mind for It, however, as it kept oscillating 
back and fc'th between over- and under-ateer 

Nor was it behaving properly mechanically. 
‘The pedal alteration meant that, for some 


reason, the first precious moments of first 
practice were spent adjusting them to suit 
Ronnie's feet. Then during a wheel change a 
rear nut galled, and the whole upright needed 
removal—-hat ended the day's official session 
there and then, Later in the day, after more 
pedal adjustment, more practice was done 
amongst the F5000s but no better time than 
the -fficial | m 184 $ was done, That evening 
a crack was found in an engine mounting 
plate, The same thing was found after Sat 
Grday practice as well. With time lost playin, 
with wing mountings and types there wai 

in no improvement in speeds, in fact the 
best was 0.4 s worse, after 26 laps of crying. 

Mass had suffered clutch failure on the 
rec..id lap of Friday practice. He tco did some 
unofiicial running later in the afternoon, 0 
that he was able to suggest some handling 
improvements for the next day. Stiffer bars 

‘the front helped a peculiar case of un- 
responsive steering, and he was able to 
duplicace Peterson's best lap. This he did 
despite the gearing being off, and he did it 
after the coating of oll in Woodcote made the 
Circuit, by general agreement, about 1s 
slower than Before. He thus took up a worthy 
place on the outside of the three-wide front 

‘The twin MeLarens ended up with identical 
grid times, although they set them in different 
conditions. Hailwood, who found the new car

formance a misfire that could not be traced, 
The rewards of the race did not seem to 
warrant yet another motor, which would 
have been one earmarked for Spain, so Mike 
went into the race still misfiring. Hulme 
meanwhile had been spending an even less 
sa-istactry Friday. Acccrding to the cringing 
mechanics The Bear had related faults “in 
Everything: the engine's no good, the gears 
are no good, the tyres are no good, the nos 
doesn’t work, the brakes pull—oh—, and the 
rev counter’s turned in the wrong position |" 
‘A change from 28-inch rear tyres to 26's for 
the next day made him happler, for the taller 
sidewall ones had apparently been unrespon- 
sive .o chassis adjustment 

‘As part of thelr restless experimentation 
the two M23 drivers also tried out a set of 
26-inch Goodyear rears “left over” from last 
year. The 1974 designs, of both diameters, 
have different carcass construction, and for 
Silverstone it seemed to be that the 1973 
behaviour was better. Not enough better to 
account for the 2 gap in times, but enough 
better to make the drivers want them for the 

ce, 80 six covers were found “on a shelf” 
and’ given to Hulme, Hallwood, and also 
Peterson for the Sunday. 

The two BRMs gave few problems, although 
Pescarolo evidently had his throttle pedal 
break at one point, and Migault (driving with 
exciting verve) ended up quicker to nearly 
match the McLaren times, Hill duplicated 
that; had it not been for Hunt then Peterson 
would have been on pole and the Lola would 
have been 0.4 s behind that.

Redman had intended to run the newer 
Ensign, but on Friday that gave gear selec 
tion trouble so he practised with the older 
version which now has a narrower track. Out 
next day in the new one, he was haring 
Found: Woodcote when the oil filter on the 
brand new Cosworth broke off and spewed a 
hot greasy smear all over the racing line 
This handicapped not only himself, but most 
other drivers as well, as they tried to put 
together thelr best efforts in the closing 
minutes of the resumed practice. This in- 
cluded Jarier, his teammate-to-be, who felt he 
certainly. would have got low into the 18s. 
‘The Shadow, which had never turned a wheel 
before Friday, had responded to stiffer springs 
and lower gearing and was going well. So 
Was Robarts in the lone, old Brabham, who 
spent time having a CV joint replaced before 
having his final effort thwarted by the oil. 

Takahara was driving with impressive 
earnestness and the March was not giving 
him" any trouble, while Nicholson — 
dividing his efforts between classes of racing 
was finding the stiffer springs on the Lyn: 
car didn't work at all nor was there yet 
enough front downforce. 

‘After the short, generally unhappy prac 
tice had ended, the mechanical troubles were 
fas nothing to the troubled brows over the 
time sheets. If it just hadn't been for Hunt 
nobody would have been more than mildly 
bothered. Racing circuits do have “off” days, 
and everyone would Kave recalled that Fire 
stone tyres went well here last year too, 
and more or less let it go at that. But the 
Hesketh speed. was so outstanding that 
everyone else was forced to look for excuses. 

‘And there was not @ shortage of excuses 
Many people thought it had to be a matter 
of the new aerofoil regulations which caused 
the wings to be no more than a metre behind 
the rear wheel centres, and this had meant 
Quite a substantial removal forward for some 
cars. Other people were sure it had to do 
with the tyres; "Those new * wrinkle-wall * 
designs just aren't any good at a place like 
this” But the tyre engineers themselves 
pointed out that changing back to last year's 
construction on three cars had not provided 
anything approaching an instant cure. One 
theory combined the two factors, and sug- 
gested that the tyre designs required the 
Severage” of the rearward wing mounting 
to take up the proper shape on the road.

Everyone was given two warm-up laps, 
then without shutting off engines they formed 
up on the grid and were away. Hunt from 
the pole, remembering his “do not wheelie 
instructions, began to move off well and his 
team manager remembers starting to turn 
away from the pit rail, convinced that every- 
thing was going right. But then he saw the 
car sag, the driver begin fishing agitatedly 
in the cockpit. The clutch had begun slipping 
and at the same time the gearlever knob 
came off in his hand. By the time James 
sorted out how to change gear with the 
stub, and without again using the clutch 
pedal, fourteen cars streamed around him. 
What’ a bitter way to start what had looked 
ike such a great day! 

Tt began looking like a grand day for 
Jochen Mass, who hurled his Surtees away 
from the outside of the front row and beat 
SuperSwede himself into Copse. Hailwood 
‘was jammed up a close third, while Hulme 
had been baulked in at the start and was 
behind a cluster led by Pescarolo, 

Mass was still in front as the leading trio 
scratched around Woodcote at the end of 
the Iap, there already being a gap opened 
behind Hailwood, but at the end of Hanger 
Straight on the second lap Peterson pulled 
‘over and slipped by into Stowe. On the third 
Inp Hailwood too got by the Surtees, but 
they all three rushed up by the pits the 
Yardleymac driver was heard to miss a gear- 
change. He was still a close second on the 
fourth lap, but he finished the fifth in the 
pits road’ where he said the engine had 
Suddenly began to vibrate terribly as if it 
had Jost some cylinders. That left Peterson 
all alone now 3s ahead of Mass and eight 
ahead of Pescarolo/Jarier. But the situation 
was visibly not stabie because there was the 
white Hesketh going hard again after all. 
already carved up into fifth and gaining 
rapidly, On the seventh lap Hunt squeezed 
between the Shadow and the BRM to be 
fourth and next time tbe was third and 
effortlessly pulling ahead, He was 5 s behind 
Mass, then 3 5, then 1's, all on successive 
laps, and then on the thirteenth lap he was 
ahead of the Surtees in second place 

The Rap up to Peterson was 7} 5 
this point, but on the next lap it was 6.75 
and the next time ki was 5.7 s, Next time st 
was down to less than 5 s despite Hunt 
having some traffic to cope with, and there 
wasn't any doubt about who was going to be 
in first place within another few minutes. 
By the 20th lap, half distance, the two 
were nose-to-tail and the Hesketh was visibly 
cruising around behind the JPS weighing 
up the strong points of the opposition. The 
two séemed to be just about equal on the 
straight, but the 308 was quicker through 
all of ‘the corners, Both cars were over: 
Steering, the JPS quite luridly as Peterson 
Used up every last shred of traction; the 
Hesketh was more neutral in the faster 
sections and it was entering Woodcote that 
Hunt decided was his best place to pounce. 
Shooting down to complete the twenty-eighth 
lap he ducked down inside and, at the 
feet of the teeming grandstands, ‘placed a 
new complexion upon the face of Formula 
‘One racing. 

Peterson had quite used up his Jeft rear 
tyre; chunks of it were coming off in a 
chain of holes around the tread and, the 
‘Oversteer was getting ever more evil. As 
he came into Becketts one more time, still 
trying to keep as close to Hunt as he could, 
he felt and saw more pieces fly off the 
tyre, Deciding that at the end of the lap 
he had better stop at the pits he lifted 
his foot—and suddenly the engine seized 
up solid! 

‘Nothing more remained but to cross one’s 
fingers for His Lordship, and enjoy the several

of this short, sharp Fl race. Mass was safe 
now in second, nursing his front tyres, but 
Pescarolo and Jarier were having a superb 
seratch over third, two Frenchmen extended 
to their limits, and the Shadow just crossed 
the line first. A bit to the rear Migault was 
having a fine scrap with Hill and Redman, 
everybody weaving and sliding up onto kerbs, 
til the Ensign got caught in the Lola’ 
ipstream at Woodeote and crunched its nose 
on the grass at the exit Brian had to drop 
back then to finish Sth with severe under- 
steer, but afterwards he was full of encour- 
agement to Mo Nunn about the car's 
potential.

Pilette, who had overtaken 
Gethin at one point, had a plug foul, but he 
lasted to be second in class. Edwards and 
Takahara drove on (to the finish, as did 
Robarts after a tyre change and a misfire 
that had started on the first lap. 

‘The retirement list included Hulme, who 
after being blocked at the start but climbing 
back up to chase Jarier, felt his engine

Formula Atlantic Is really catching on now 
‘and for the third round of the John Player 
International Championship the BRDC received 
a very full entry including several new car/ 
driver combinations although not in the same 
profusion as for the F3 race last year which 
At replaced, Two practice sessions, were avail- 
‘able, one On Friday and a second on Satur- 
day, with the race opening proceedings at 
lunchtime on Sunday. 

‘Most drivers seemed to find Friday a faster 
day but, to John Nicholson, it made no 
difference and the New Zealander recorded 
1 m 25.5 s (0.3 s under the record he shared 
with David Purley) on both days in the 
Lyncar, in between finding more out about 
Fl. He even arranged things so well that he 
did 17 laps, the race distance, in each session. 
Alongside Johnny Nick was. the hard-trying 
‘American Matt Spitzley, hoping for better 
luck this time with his side-radiatored, much 
revised March 713M, running one of the 
popular Brian Hart BDAs. The American's 
car, being basically an F3 chassis, was set up 
ito run cn F3 wheel and tyre sizes which some 
reckoned to be the tweak to have round the 
fast GP circuit. As if to prove the point, 
Brian Henton had lapped in 1m 23.6 3 in 
private testing with the car, commenting that 
Formula Atlantic was “overtyred, overpub- 
Helsed and overpaid!” The front row was com- 
pleted by another American, Wella winner 
Ted Wentz in his March 74B with Swindon 
power with which he has been going so well. 
‘On Saturday he got on the wrong line at 
Woodcote quite early in the session and 
spun on tolthe grass, damaging the front bod) 
Work and ruining two front tyres before he 
could improve on his Friday time, the same 
as Spitziey’s, of 1 m 25.9 s. 

‘Third driver to record this time was Steve 
Choularton in the first of the SDC Racing 
March 73Bs, both Hart powered, who found 
his ear understeering too much for his liking. 
Ray Mallock feels that the Ensign LNFB/74 
is still in need of some more testing before 
it becomes truly competitive but it was going 
well enough on Friday for a time of 1 m 
26.1 s and a place on the second row, Mallock 
ike Wentz using a Swindon engine and sport- 
ing sponsorship from Ofenbau Fritz, a firm of 
German oven-makers whose boss bought one 
of the rare road-going U2s a few years ago 
and has followed the Maliock fortunes ever 
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since. Cyd Williams was well up as usual with 
the Graham Eden Brabham BT40, as usual 
with one of its patron's engines, his time of 
Tm 262 s beating Jim Crawford in the 
seocnd SDC March by 0.1 5, Crawford was also 
uffering from too much understeer, the 
trouble probably due to the latest March rear 
wing which the cars had acquired, While his 
F2 Elden Is soried out, Tony Brise decided 
he ought to get In some practice, not having 
raced since the JP F3 Final at Brands last 
Octeber. The F3 March 733 was given a new 
nose at the front, a Holbay BDA in the back 
and decked out in Bardahl livery, Brise being 
the British agent. On Friday the engine made 
a funny noise after lapping in 1 m 264 s, and 
the flywheel fell off. Saturday was spent at 
Holbays having the engine rebuilt; it still made 
the funny noise but seemed to work. Craw: 
ford and Bev Bond, in Harry Stiller's Custom 
Made March 74B were among the few who 
improved their times on Saturday, Bond to 
1m 264 s after a 30-minute pep talk from 
H™ over the "phone!

Peter Wardle’'s STP Surtees with Allard-

the Renoir International Racing March 722 
out of petrol and was a tenth slower than 
Wardle, After his win on the short circule

but found them unsuited to his car on the 
GP circuit and reverted to normal sizes for 
the second session, in which he equalled the 
time of 1 m 27.2's which he had managed 
in the first, which probably doesn’t prove 
anything! Both Friswell’s and Patterson's 
Marches boasted Hart engines. Ken Bailey's 
Quicks of Manchester March 73B, like Bond's 
with LEC power, recorded 1 m 27.6 s. Alone 
on the sixth row was none other than Vern 
‘Schuppan, the 1971 champion, in his March 
722, or rather Teddy Yip's, for the Far Eastern 
millionaire casino owner and motor racing 
fanatic has owned the car for the past two 
years. Vern had fitted @ Richardson engine 
and was having a final fling in Adantic 
before the car is sent cut to Singapore but 
his practice was thwarted by broken gear 
linkage on Friday and a broken throttle cable 
on Saturday so his best time was 1m 27.7 s. 

For some reason Richard Scott preterred 
to accept an offer from Lolas to run their 
new T360 instead of his underfinanced Scott 
with which he was leading the championship 
after winning at Brands Hatch.

Dolomites. However, there was still a problem 
for within a few laps of both sessions, the 
Mazda's Dunlop tyres had thrown treads. 
‘The Dolomite opposition was, of course, led 

by Andy Rouse, who was somewhat 


appointed at not being able to record times 
in the 1m 495 bracket as had been achieved 
in private testing, and an engine inspection 
was carried out before the race.

BRM makes history 


Neil Corner took the Donington Collection's 
rebuilt 24 litre BRM P25 to a superb victory 
in the first JCB Historic Championship round, 
coming under strong pressure from Willie 
Green's 5.3 Lister Chevrolet before the latter's 
bonnet started to come adrift. The other 
Stirring performance came from Richard Bond 
whose first drive in the ex-Stephen Curtis 
Cooper-Bristol easily netted him the 2 litre 
class despite starting from the back row of 
the grid.

Green's ex-Paul Weldon Lister Corvette 
Chevrolet (which had only finished being re- 
built on the morning of the event), hardly 
matched the tone of the rest of the splendid

We're an insular lot we British, We still live 
in our own little world, and always react to 
change. Amalgamation seems to be a dirty 
word, look at the change in council boundaries, 
the Common Market, etc. Our island dropped 
‘anchor off the shores of the land mass-Europe, 
British 

to stay. However, this insular 
attitude could be the undoing of many of us 
rally enthusiasts for—like It or not — there 
will be a situation soon when a lot of us will 
not be able to continue our favourite sport 
With the toning down of competitive road 
rallying, and a good thing too, the spotlight 
falls on the stage events. Moves are already 
afoot to create more land for stage use, 
through official channels, the War Department, 
Forestry Commission, etc, but this will take 
time. We shall have’ many more competitors 
than’ entries available, in fact we probably 
already have, Many of the average rallying 
clubmen will start getting fed up with not 
getting entries and T can see the day when 
our intrepid rallyman will be selling his car 
to buy a racing bicycle —because you can 
close roads for bicycles without government 
permission you know ! 

on your doorstep — go 
already been in the past 
few years, and many more recently. Of course 
you say, we would love to but we can't afford 
it, but you can. It is a matter of changing your 
attitude to the sport. From now on, most of 
you will not be able to go. rallying as 
frequently as you have done in the past. You 
will have to plan out your events, so why not 
include a foreign event. There are many 
internationals just across the water that will 
accept British entries with open arms. <The 
Boucles and Ypres in Belgium for instance, 
there are many more in France and Spain. 
‘These rallies are great for the average club- 
man, The money is invariably better than here 
fand in more cases than not, the classes are 
‘a Jot more sensible, so if you can choose 
Sensibly it is a matter of finishing to be in 
the money. Don't forget that a good result 
even on a small international event will 
enhance your chances of getting a better 
‘Starting number on our own home events. To 
get a list of these events either contact the 
RAC at Belgrave Square, or write to the 
‘Automobile Clubs in the country of the event.

‘The first few cars had already had to claim 
delay allowance on the previous control as it 
had not opened on time, so they didn't want 
to go in first at the next control. When Chris 
Sclater and Bob de Jong tried to check in 
therefore (they were number six) before 
number one who was waiting outside the con. 
trol, the marshal didn’t want to know, and 
tempers started to fray. Eventually, ‘after 
some heated exchanges, in English from the 
competitors and in Spanish from the marshal 
(which didn't help), the marshal gave up, 
throwing his clock away, and setting off for 
home, leaving the control unmanned! Conse 
quently many competitors didn't know what 
time to arrive at the next control and they 
‘all arrived together, which was all too much 
for the marshal at this point. Needless to say, 
these controls were scrubbed and, after talks 
with the organisers at the halfway halt, 
things improved somewhat. 


Another interesting feature of the event 
‘was what the Spanish call neutralisation halts. 


There was one in each half where competi- 
tors had to stop for one hour. The problem 
was that there was no out control, so anyone 
could Ieave when they liked. Those early 
fumbers that required to stay for the full 
hour for servicing then found at the next stage 
that all the lower numbers had bombed off 
in front and they were running way down the 
fel. 


The final stage, outside Bilbao, also caused 
the organisers some headaches, for they put 
it on for spectators, but didn't realise just 
how many would turn up, there were literally 
tens of thousands. It was held in a new build- 
ing area for a proposed sports complex, and 
consisted of four laps of some unmi 
roads. So many people arrived that the tr 
fic jams were enormous and many abandoned 
thelr cars miles away and walked. When the 
competitors eventually arrived they found 
their way out blocked, and some took over an 
hour to get clear, however, it was all good 
publicity for Firestone, 


Don’t get the idea, however, that the event 
was total chaos, for it was far from that, T! 
Sages were good and some of the road sec- 
tions were quite tight and with only 15m 
lateness nobody could hang around. Or 
British crew that hadn't reccied said they 
treated the stages as stages, and the road 
sections as selectives to keep up!

‘At 2,11 pm the valley echoed to a buzz 
of sound as 18 750 Formula cars left the grid 
for the opening race of their 1974 calendar. 
Some one and a balf minutes later the field 
Streamed between the daffodils and violets of 
Hall bends with David Newman's Mk 5 DNC 
holding a narrow lead over the Mk 3 of John 
Richardson with a hectic dice building 
up for third place. Richardson was deter- 
mined to beat Newman and despite a 
near-spin on the second lap the two DNCs 
were so close on the next lap that they 
tangled at the Hairpin leaving Newman's car 
with @ very bent rear mudguard and a short 
lived respite from the attentions of Richard- 
son, for the Mk 5 had to stop one lap later 
with no clutch or gears and a car full of oil 
Richardson cruised home shattering last 
year's snowy lap record by over 20 5. Iain 
Millar, also in a Mk 3 DNC pulled away from 
the challenge of Mike Whatley (Marlin) and 
John. Giles (JGS) for second place although 
the latter pair were as close at the end as 
they had been throughout the six laps. 

Brian Jordan rashly commented to his 
mechanic before the Monoposto race that there 
tong gap until the next Championship 
round—long enough to do a rebuild.

Boughton almost 
caught Coombs, the gap at flag fall being 
the magical 0.2 s Jordan's day of woe wai 
‘completed when Andy Anderson, also a non- 
finisher protested the Nike as a proprietory 
one-off, the stewards referring the matter to 
the RAC, 

For the first half of the F Super V 
it was just like the old F3 days 
with two scrabbling groups of cars leapiny 
over the crest of the Mountain with the revs 
soaring as the cars left the ground. John Mor- 
rison, still waiting for a new car, had to work 
his Supernova hard to keep former F Ford 
driver Bill Burley (Royale) at bay and only 
towards the end did he build up a secure lead 
when Burley eased off with very high oil tem: 
perature showing in the Royale. Mark Litch- 
field and Bruce Venn in two of the very 
attractive new Eldens fitted with _all- 
enveloping bodies swopped third place around 
‘with Ron Grant (Taurus) and the Supernova 


of Tim Rathmell, Grant retiring when his 
‘engine went off and Venn dropping well back 
‘and being caught by Steve Tipping’s Super- 
nova. Litchfield and Rathmell staged a photo- 
finish with third just going to the Elden. 

With a hack engine replacing the one blown 
up last week Chris Meek still managed to 
equal his own lap record in practice in the 
Princess Ita Escort. It looked like being 
another of those “winner from a push start’ 
races for Meek’s car arrived at the line 
clutchless and it took an awful long time 
before the Escort was finally pushed into Ii 
after the field had departed. He made It up to 
third place before retiring rather disgustedly 
with a broken throttle pedal on the fourth 
tour, Meanwhile back in the race Greg Taft 
(Cooper S) kept the ailing Escort of Tony 
Sugden at bay until the latter pitted with a 
slipping clutch and missing fourth gear, albeit 
to rejoin later to finish the race.

Ing some speedy work by the marshall 


After the initial Iap the F Ford event was 
quite a tame one, Graham Elkington won fairly 
easily from Richard de Ia Rue—both in smart 
RP16 Royales, while Glen Ei 
failed to find a way past John 
Wide Scalextric Merlyn throughout the 10 lap:
